When once his attention was ealled
to the enormity of tljaofer aad the
cormptior iaflaeaces cf the arotectlva
bsneficisries bsqakkly realised that
tbe protease of hoaefttlaf labor waa
absolntely false, aad that theoalj way
to sscsps from the moastreaa evil,
which tbraateasd ths Ilbortlee of tho
people, waa te crash It with a asallsd
head. We do net ased to lmeo;iae hie
righlooas ladifaaUoa as us fall trath
impressed tteelf naea him. We have
it in his own words ia hie msmoraMo
speech of Sept, 3, 1890:

bnadreds aad uoasaada ef mUlleaa
aeerned by virtae of a high protective
tariB, aaei oa tae ether were lied 'a
poor, who oat their bread la tha sweat
of their meet, aad fer waste eefetjr.
eqaality aad very existence la seta
ea eenergeaey this revere saoat hoe

dsiraed to make the ellghteet
provision.
